Statement of services foi which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the morning of ihe 8tli October 1958, the river Pennar 
at Nellore began to rise rapidly as a result of continuous rain 
duiing the previous three days. By noon the water hail risen 
to about 10 feet above the auicuL level at Nellore, and 
threatened the town. Parn Srinivaaulu, a shepherd hoy, had 
taken about 30 head of cattle to an island in Lhe river wheic 
the pastiiie was rich and where the cattle were accustomed 
to giazc. Within a short lime Lhe Tivei tosc rapidly anil 
appeared to be engulfing the island. The shepherd boy was 
thus stranded. 

On gelling information ubouL the marooned boy, the File 
Services oi NcIIotv were called out to save him. Shtl Taddi 
Subba Rao volunteered to lescue the boy. He swam actoss 
the livei, but was ( aught in a whirlpool and carried two 
miles downs! t earn, lie was semi-conscious when he came out 
of the watei and only providentially escaped death. 

Darkness set in and fmthcr lescue opeiations could not 
he ptocccded with until the following morning. Meanwhile 
the floods had not abated. Onie again Slitl Subba Rao got 
iuLo the liver taking with him this time an inflated motor 
tube He cnleied the water two miles up-stream and slunk 
mil on a diagonal coin sc for the island, which he readied 
after much difficulty and strain, lie tied the tube to die 
bov and began the return tourney. The tenor sunken con- 
dition of the hov was a great handicap to the icscue opeia- 
tion. When they wcic half way across they wete caught up 
in a whirlpool and pushed back towards the island. Un- 
daunted, Slu i Subba Rao set out again in a different direction. 
For more than two liouis, he struggled against the cunent 
and was completely exhausted and in imminent danger of 
being washed away but With dogged determination lie even- 
tually succeeded in dragging himself and the boy ashore. 

Driver Operator Taddi Subba Rao displaced conspicuous 
gallant' v, picscuce of mind, ami commendable devotion to 
dutv at great risk to his life.

In ihe small hours of lhe inclining of the 9lh December, 
1957, Sub-Inspector Olnuiwai pal Singh, Station Officer, 
Jaitpur. Agia. received information that notorious dm oil 
Paliara Gujar and his gang of about 8 daioits armed with 
modern weapons had arrived during the night and wcie 
taking shelter in the Janiuna tavines near village Tundcy 
Singh Ka Pura. He immediately informed Shu G. K. Bajpai. 
Additional Supeiintcndent of Police and Still H. A. S Lctlhc. 
Glide Officer, Bah. Vgia. Some 50 police were musicicd 
and the whole foue under Shri R.ijpai motored to Roll Ka 
Kuan cm the Jaitpnr-Baihpuv Road, and from tlieie made* 
foi village 1 imdey Singh Ka l’ura on loot by way oL the 
ravines. From inhumation gleaned on the spot, the police 
lcaint that Ihe dacoit gang iveic hiding in an Isolated tract 
halt a mile from the village, and that anv Conventional move 
to round them up would undoubtedly be spotted by the 
dacorts from a distance and so permit of their escaping. 

A fiont.d attack nas then decided upon and for this 

pui pose the whole tot cc was split into thice parties. Shtl 

Bhauwaipat Singh was in the lirst party under Slui Bajpai 
which led the attack whilst the other two paities advanced 
on its right and left flanks. Tile parties proceeded quietly 
along the Nala and when Ihe attacking party had gone about 
foi tv paces inside it they wete seen and hied upon by thtee 
daunts, lhe police ictuined the lhe and took cover, hut 
finding they could not the effectively at the dacoils fiom 

lover tame into the open at great petsonal llsk and shot 
dead one of the dacoits The oLhei two retreated anil 

joined up sviili the lest of the gang who had ensconced 
themselves behind a mound. The gang opened heavy fire 
on the police, who retaliated. At this stage Sub-Tnsprr (or 
Bhanwarpal Singh boldly moved ahead and though fully 


exposed fired at and kept the dacoits fully engaged. Mean- 
while the other police parties converged oii the dacoits posi- 
tion, and forced them to retrcaL into anoLlier nala. The 
police pressed home their advantage and shot dead a second 
clacoit before the others managed to escape. The two dacoits 
killed were identified as the notorious Pahara Gujar and 
his brother Nihal Singh. Some aims and ammunition were 
lecovcrcd by the police. | 

Sub-Inspector Bhanwaipal Singh showed initiative and 
courage of a high ordci in this operation in the face of 
grave danger to his life,

judice to the clnective pnnciplcs of State Policy laid

(9) lhe Gov eminent and the Hotel Industry should like 
urgent notice of the impending jet cia in air navel 
and hclii ei large the hotel and other accommodalion 
facilities in India 

(10) Immediate Reps should be taken lo augment the 
existing lioiel facilities oi for providing new ones at 
all important tounst centres In Calcutta, particulaily 
wheie the hotel accommodation is very short, the 
CommiLlec recommends the election of a first rate 
hotel theie and a functional but first late hotel 
(with a minimum bed capacity oE 200) aL the Dum 
Dum an port and a couple of moderately pneed first 
late and modern hotels in the city HolcL accommo 
druon should also be increased on an urgent basis in 
plices like Bombay, Agia, Cochin and Madras 

Til) CrafL and managerial hotel training schools should be 
opened In the various pails of India and steps should 
be taken to give efFccL to the recommendations made 
loi the striLing of a Ilolel framing School in India 
bv Mr John Fullci in his lepoit submitted to llie 
Government 1 he College of Cateting Ik Institutional 
Management in Andhcri which is doing pioneering 
work in tins field should also he given all possible 
assistance 

(12) The Hotel Industiy should be given direct Import 
licences in lespcct of essential equipment and piovi 
slons to be imported from abroad for maintaining 
propeT standards of hotel keeping 

(13) With a view to attracting more and more tourists 
during the summer season anti lo spread out tounst 
anlvals thioughout the yeai and with a view to 
persuading overseas tourists to lengthen their sLay in 
India, hotels should be encouraged to aircondition 
both private rooms as well as public looms and all 
assistance and facilities should be afforded to them 
to import the neccssaiy equipment from abroad 

(11) In keeping with the derlaicd policy of the Govern- 
ment, the Hotel Industiy should, by anil large be 
left to piivate enterprise, but where the private sec- 
tor is unable or unwilling to fill the gap, Government 
should step in. 

(18) Theie should be a common fund created for the 

hotel industry winch should he augmented by a levy 
of 2% surcharge on all hotel bills 

(16) Since the entry of foreign Interests in the hotel 
management field in this country would be dctrl 
mental to the interests of that industry, only foreign 
capital should be welcomed and not foreign operation. 
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(17) Since the hotel Industry is a highly specialised indus 
try interests like the Jewellery and silk trade whose 
main purpose is to attract customcis for, the purpose 
of selling their wares at high and exorbitant prices, 
should not be allowed in this field, 

The Government of India have considered these recommen- 
dations and have reached the following conclusions — 

(1) & (2) The Hotels catering to foieign tourists should 
be classified according to the internationally understood 
'Stai' system A tlnce man Committee, (known as 
'Hotel Classification Committee) should be set np by 
June 1900 so that by the end of 1960 they can 
complete the Inspection and classification ol these 
hotels. 

(3) The rate stiucture tn hotels should be governed by the 
widely accepted 'Hubbart Formula", with slight inodih 
cations to suit Indian conditions 

(4) The Government of India arc in agreement with this 
recommendation and would accoidmgly mge the State 
Governments concerned Lo consider modifying their 
laws on the subject. 

(1) lb (t>) Both these recomroaidations are interlinked The 
underlying idea behind both of them is to make the 
Hotel Indusliy ehgable for loans and/or financial 
assistance The Government is of the view iliat m 
order to enable the Hotel Industry, which plays an 
important part in the development of tourism in Indii 
and in the earning of foieign exchange, all reasonable 
iinandai assistance by way of loans should he given 
to the lioLelleis both for starting new establishments 
as well as for improving the standards of the existing 
ones The Government will take stsps to make 
hotels eligible for obtaining loans from Finance Cor 
poiations established by Acts of Parliament or oilier 
credit Corporations It is not considered feasible at 
the present stage to create a separate fund directly 
under Government control tor tins purpose 

(7) Subablc legislation coveting all the relevant aspects 
of Lh e Hotel Industry will be introduced as soon as 
possible 

(8) 1 he Government of India have always endcavouied to 
meet all reasonable needs of foreign tourists tn obtain 
lug their drinks Within the liroad policy of prohitil 
tion and the existing framework of law on this subject 
in the vauous States, relaxations to the extent conn 
dcicd reasonable have been, and will be allowed to 
enable the tourists to obtain their dnnks 

(9) &: (10) The Government agrees with the two leco In- 
in etidadoiw but since the hotel Industry is mainly in 
the private sector the Government hopes that pnvate 
enterprise, given the necessary aupjiort will be able 
to put up new hotels to meet existing and potential 
l equipments 


(11) The recommendation is accepted Efforts wifi be made 
to open a first class hotel tiammg school as early as 
possible Encouragement will also be given to schools 
which arc already In existence and arc doing useful 
work in die field 

(12) it (13) The lecommendations arc accepted. As a 

matter of facL, necessary assistance in this icgard is 
already being given to Hotel Industry * 

(14) The recommendation is accepted. 

(15) Government has taken note of tins recommendation 
and will. In view of the possibilities it offers for 
assistance to and improvement of hotels examine the 
pioposal in consultation with the authorities con- 
cerned 

(lb) Where there arc clear and obvious advantages m 
permitting foreign collaboration in the setting up of 
any Hotel, Government will permit Buch collaboration 
piovlded the foreign capital does not ordinarily 
exceed 49% of the total capital Government will of 
course have to examine each of such cases on merits 

(17) Since die number of people who are exclusively 
hoteliers is extremely small m this country and since 
hotel industry is to attract capital from every avail 
able source in order to meet the needs of ever-extend 
mg tourists traffic, it may not be advisable to dose 
the doors to finanders other than hoteliers who are 
interested in investing their money in this industry 
However, steps will be taken to check all malprac- 
tices in the hotel industry and particularly for 
preventing interlocking arrangements between hotelier 
ing and shop keeping 

The remaining recommendations are of a general and minoi 
nature and have been noted for dealing with day-to-day hotel 
pioblems 

I he Government of India wish to express their warm 
appreciation of the services rendeied hy the Chairman and 
Member-, of the Committee m pieparing a very valuable 
report
